The text of the official statement fol- 
lows: ~ 

“North of the Somme, our

Take German Prisoners 

“South of the Somme, we repulsed 
counter wwacks by the enemy on Bel- 
loy-En-Santerre, and ejected the Ger- 
mans from the part of the village of 
Estrees which they still occupied, A 
detachment of the enemy which was 
holding a+ mith north .of this lecality 
was compelled to surrender, and we 
tcok here 200 prisoners. Trenches 
running between Batrees and Belloy 
having been occupied*by us, the entire 
second position of the Germans south 
ot the Somme is now in our hands on 
a tront of about ten kilometres, 

“On the north Verdun front there 
were intermitient boinbardments dur- 
ing the day, 

Enemy Attack in Lorraine. 

«« Leorraino, after artillery’ prepar- 
ation, the enemy attacked our ‘posi- 
lions in the region of St. aMrtin, east 
of Luneville and succeeded in obtain- 
ing a footing in our trenches at three 
points, Our counter attacks immedi- 
ately drove them out and we reoccu- 
pied all the lost ground,”

The full force of the French offen- 
sive is again being exerted both north 
and south of the Somme, but princi- 
pally southward. In this direction the 
French are now in the outskirts of 
Peronne, the great railway centre 
which is their first objective in their 
effort to cut the German communi- 
cations, 

Sormont Farm, taken by the French 
is only two miles from Peronne, and 
adjoins its suburban houses. The im- 
portance which the Germans attach 
to this point is shown in their flerce 
counter attack last night, when they 
rushed the French lines back to the 
village of Belloy-Bn-Santerre, which 
they hold momentarily. This village 
lies between Assevillers and Exstrees, 
both held by the French, so that the 
German rush temporarily made a 
dent in the Freneh advance. This 
dent was quickly straightened out 
When fierce hand to hand fighting 
Placed the town again in French 
hands. 

The number of German prisoners 
taken is now close to 10,060, while the 
extent Of the munitions captured is 
shown in the fact that sixty guns 
were taken by a single army corps.

Prisoners Taken on British Front 
in Last Five Days More 
Than 6,000

LONDON, July 6,—The British of- 
ficial statement issued at 10 o'clock to- 
night reads; 

“No special incident of importance 
occurred today, Fighting was contin- 
uous all alone the batt'e frent, but

“The German casualties during thetr 
ineeffctive attacks today were very 
heavy. Many more prisoners fell into

“On the rest of the front there was 
ordinary trench warfare,” 
ys been facing an 
resistance, and re- 
ports say, large German reinforce- 
ments were hurried forward all day 
Tuesday by the Cologne nbrai rail- 
way, which runs to the véry centre 
of the Germun front attacked by the 
British. The stubborn resistance all 
along this front has prevented the 
British from keeping pace with the 
French advance to the south, 

The tenacily with which the Ger- 
mans are holding to their positions 
in the face of the British attack, par- 
ticularly around La Boisselle, while 
the French menace of VPeronne is 
comparatively neglected, leads to the 
belief of military authorities that the 
Jermans are chiefly concerned = in 
breaking the British offensive, even at 
the sacrifice of some ground to the 
south,

ly reported missing now unofiicially

Sir Herbert Ames said” that oMelals

Referring to” the 
message of the German women to the 
women of France, she commented that 
“Out of the grime agd confusion and 
devastation of war PAM the appealing 
hands of women calling to each other 
to be faithful.” Our present system of 
recruiting, she proceeded, had been 
marvellously successful from the mil- 
itary point of view, but it had led to 
serious dislocation of some of the in- 
dustries of the province, particularly 
agriculture; and she thought they had 
taken away too many skilled men from 
the farms. The time had come when 
they should take an inventory, ask all 
men over eighteen years of age to 
come and register so that they might 
know their wghting strength as ao 
guide for further activities on the part 
of the recruiting agents, The dispar- 
ity was great between certain locali- 
ties and something intelligent should 
be done about it, But there was one 
thing, she said, she felt very strongly 
about, that was that it was a great 
mistake to enlist a battalion to half 
strength in one district and then take 
it away to another. Referring to what 
the women of England and France 
had done and how the women's volun- 
teers had recognized their duty by get- 
ting early into the game, she asserted 
that the very best service women 
could render recruiting was to show 
they could make sacrifices. But, after 
all, when they thought of what the 
men were doing on the battlefield, 
what women could do was hardly 
worth mentioning. 

Mra, Duncan Smith seconded the 
resolution which was carried by ac- 
clamation,

RECRUITING 
PROBLEMS 
DISCUSSED 


Major Kerby and Recruiting 
Officers Hold a Con- 
ference 


NEW METHODS MUST 
SOON BE ADOPTED 


Badges Will Be Secured 
For the Men Turned 
Down 


Major Kerby, chief recruiting of- 
ficer for the province, yesterday after- 
noon, at the Macdonald Hotel, held a 
conference with recruiting officers in 
the city to ascertain progress made 
since the recruiting campaign was set 
on foot, 

From reports made it would seem 
that in some instances the number of 
recruits gained during this period has 
been satisfactory, while in other cases 
there is reason for improvement. They 
showed, also, that efforts must not be 
relaxed, but strengthened if anything 
like the required number of recruits 
are to be secured, 

Those present were Captain Duclos, 
recruiting officer for the city; Captain 
Rendell, 194th Batt, (Highlanders); 
Captain Lund, 197th Batt. (Seandi- 
navian); Lieut. Campbell, 138th Batt.; 
Lieut. Shannon, 218th Batt. (Irish 
Guards); Lieut. Chapman, 202nd Batt. 
(Sportsmen); and Sergeant W. J, 
Trott, 211th Batt. (American Legion). 

Capt. Duclos reported as to the num- 
ber of meetings that had been held 
in various places of business in tho 
city, and said that arrangements for 
others were under way. 


Had Secured All Willing. 


Captain Rendell said that they had 
secured 40 men, and about 2-8rds of 
these had come in as the result of the 
meetings held. He thought that they 
had secured all the men willing to 
come in, and now they had to get 
after those who must be forced to 
leave jubs to join. Something had 
been said about the government re- 
taining single men in their jobs, but it 
was the men, but the heads of de- 
partments, The government had told 
the heads that they could let men go, 
but they must not do so and stop the 
work, so that the onus of keeping the 
men rested on the heads. Capt, Ken- 
dell alluded to the excuse given that 
it would take too long to train men to 
fill positions if others were let out, 
but they considered that this excuse 
was not yalid, and the length of train- 
ing required was exaggerated. For 
instance, there were 15 men in the 
Tost Office who should join at once, 
and there were also 23 men in the 
city fire department. In certain de- 
partments the heads were at liberty 
to fill the places of the single men 
with others ineligible for service, and 
ees with women if they could do the 
work, 


To Get Lists of Civic Employces. 


Captain Duclos said that they were 
to receive a list of all civic employees 
who were eligible for enlisting, and 
they were going to endeavour to wet 
these men replaced with others, There 
Was some difficulty with the atreet 
railway, where some discharges might 
be expected in the future, owing to 
the reduction of the street ratiway 
service, Owing to the agreement ex- 
isting with the city and the street rail- 
way employees, discharges would be 
by seniority, and in this case men let 
out would be all married men. It was 
a difficulty for which some arrange- 
ment would have to be made, 

Capt. Lund reported that the Scandl- 
navians had secured 156 men, Lieut, 
Chapman stated that about ten had 
joined the 262nd Battalion, and Lieut, 
Shannon stated that the Irish Guards 
had signed on about 24, 

Lieut. Campbell said that the 138th 
Battalion had not been very success. 
ful, because his staff had been reeall- 
ed, and they had only just returned to 
the city, They were now located in 
premises on Jasper and had enlisted 
about 10 new men, 

Sergeant Trott said that the Ameri- 
can Legion had enlisted 13 in all, only 
three that he could trace directly to 
the meetings held,

SIR_ RIDER HAGGARD 
SPEAKS HERE MONDAY 


While Under Auspices of Board 
of Trade, it is Open to 
Everybody 


Sir Rider Haggard, the well-known 
British author and publicist, will ad- 
dress a public meeting in McDougall 
Auditorium on the evening of Mon- 
day, July 10th. Sir Rider, who 
amongst other activities is a leading 
figure in the British Colonial Insti- 
tute, has devoted a great deal of 
thought and study to various prob- 
lems connected with inter-imperial 
Cevelopment, particularly with refer- 
ence to Opportunities that will occur 
with the close of the present war, 
and is now on a tour of the Empire, 
addressing meetings in important cen- 
tres for the purpose of getting into 
touch with the various overseas com- 
munities and bringing the commercial 
and industrial interests of the com- 
ponent parts of the Empire into clos- 
er touch with one another. 

There will also speak at this meet- 
ing KE. H. Scammell, secretary of the 
Military Hospital Commission, who is 
accompanying Sir Rider Haggard on 
his tour through Canada. This com- 
mission is charged with the care of 
those of our soldiers who are return- 
ed sick or incapacitated. Mr. Scam- 
mell’s address on the provision made 
by his organization for the care and 
cure of the sick and wounded, and for 
the teaching of new trades and the 
general rehabilitation of the incapaci- 
tated should prove of absorbing in- 
terest, 

While the invitation to address an 
Edmonton audience was extended to 
these gentlemen by the Board of 
Trade, the president of the board 
Wishes it clearly understood that this 
is not in any sense a Board of Trade 
meeting and that any one interested 
is invited to attend, It is felt that 
the messages to be delivered by both 
these gentiemen are of too great im- 
portance to be confined to the com- 
paratively limited membership of the 
Board of Trade, and should be heard 
by an audience much larger than 
could be gecommodated at the usual 
hoon meeting,

EDMONTON COLORS 
HUNG IN ST. PAUL’S 


Impressive Ceremony Held by 
Officers and Men of 66th 
Battalion 


London, England-—Worshippers at 
the evensong at St. Paul's Cathedral 
last Friday unexpectedly were partici- 
pants In a short impressive ceremony. 
Liighty officers and men of the Cana- 
dians belonging to Edmonton deposit- 
ed the colors presented by Edmonton 
Chapter of the Daughters of the 4m- 
pire in the Cathedral for safe keeping 
till the battalion returns from the war 
to claim them. The party present 
were; Major Durand, Major George, 
Captains Lucas, Cope, Grainger, Heeny, 
and Lieut. Mead of the service. The 
Toole Clarke Battalion band played 
lively airs on the way through Lon- 
don, causing thousands of city workers 
to pause on the pavement. 

The colprs were carried unfurled. 
Probably hot ont amongst the Cana- 
dians were aware that in this march- 
ing through the city, with band play- 
ing and colors flying, they were tres- 
passing upon the prerogative of the 
Fusiliers, which in ordinary times is 
the only regiment suffered thus to 
march within the city boundaries, 
These are not ordinary times though 
and the good citizens of London from 
the Lord Mayor downward of a cer- 
tainty made the Canadians right wel- 
come to entering the capital with 
such ceremony, 

Opened to Canadians, 

The train arrived late, but this mis- 
hap was instrumental in adding 4 
further touch of impressiveners to the 
ceremony, The great west door was 
thrown open for ‘the Canadians, 
The last time it was opened was when 
their Majesties went to St. Paul's to 
mourn for Kitchener's death and give 
thanks for his life. The Canadians 
entered as the choir were singing, 

The Magnificat was sung to a setting 
unaccompanied by the organ, The 
Canadians marched down the great 
nave with the colors befpre them, 
the deans and verger leading the 
Procession across the dome to the 
chanting of “He. Hath Put Down the 
Mighty from Their Seats,” Anybody 
who has ever heard it knows how 
moving is the singing of St. Paul's 
Choir, «more moving still when the 

in remains silent, as at yester- 
ay’s service, Although on ordinary 
daily lines it was impressive in its 
érand simplicity, 
Those in Cathedral. 

Seats were reserved for the Cana- 
dians under the dome and around 
them were the ordinary congregation 
of business men and women who had 
hurried in to snatch a few minutes’ 
Peuce, ured ws people past the daily 
toil, and even a few street arabs, at- 
tracted by the special soldiers and 
the band, The service was conducted 
to its accustomed close, Afterwards 
Canon Alexander and Canon Newbolt 
went up to the sanctuary followed by 
the officers bearing the colors, The 
clergy reverently placed them on the 
holy table for the time being. A few 
minutes later, while the choir Bang a 
psilm, the procession formed to the 
north aisle, Here a few collects were 
said and the colors placed on the walls 
hot far from General Gordon's tomb.

Pressive, closed with the organ lead- 
ing the congregation in the National 
Anthem,

Compulsion under any other 
naine is the same thing, 


Having savec and mollified Villa 
and consolidated the Mexican fac- 
tions generally by murdering three 
or four dozen United States — sol- 
diers, Carranza now graciously 
olfers to excuse himself and let 
bygones be bygones. 


Persuasion is obviously necess- 
ary if Canada’s contingent to the 
allied forces is to be bronght up to 
the half million mark by volunt- 
ary enlistment, The avoidance of 
anything savoring of hbuse is 
equally and obviously necessary. 


Mistirected zeal can drive men 
away from the recruiting offices 
as fast as well-directed enthus- 
iasm can lead them there. Per- 
suasion is a drawing force which 
brings indifferent men into the 
ranks of the country’s defenders. 
Seolding is a repelling force which 
keeps out of the ranks men who 
might be induced to fall in, 


If the system of voluntary en- 
listment cannot be depended upon 
to produce the number of men 
needed to fulfil Canada’s share in 
the fight to preserve herself, the 
Empire, and free civilization, it 
must be either that Canadians are 
lacking in native willingness to 
fight for all they profess: to hold 
most valuable, or that we have not 
had such management of our war 
business as encourages this native 


willingness to manifesf itself. Is 
it the young man, or the Govern- 
ment, who has fallen down on the 
job? 


The Government censor has put 
out of business a weekly paper at 
Sault Ste. Maric, Ont., which pub- 
lished.an article said to be likely 
to dissuade men from ‘enlisting. 
Le Devoir continues to be publish- 
ed regularly and to regularly pub- 
lish articles specially and prifess- 
edly intended to dissuade men 
from enlisting. 


‘Sir Sant Hughes says he knows 
Germans are responsible for some 
of the criticism that has develop- 
ed against the Ross rifle. Well, 
what sort of a Minister of the 
Crown is it who has such know- 
ledge and does not ‘‘start some- 
thing?’’ If Sir Sam knows any- 
thing of the kind the sooner he 
takes action on the facts the bet- 
ter, especially for himself, Silence 
on that subject on the part of a 
Minister professing to have know- 
ledge is a crime, 


A Berlin paper gives a hint that 
Germany is about to start sub- 
marine piracy again. Likely as 
not. The undersea fleet should 
have been got in shape for busi- 
ness again by this time. When it 
is ready the ‘‘business’’ will start 
once more, Without any time wast- 
ed in preliminary explanations to 
Washington. The ‘‘concessions’’ 
Berlin professed to make in re 
sponse to the United States notes 
were only fictions designed to dis- 
guise the fact that its submarine 
fieet had been put out of commis- 
sion for the time. And, anyway, 
Washington did not raise the Bri- 
tish blockade of German ports— 


the condition upon which these 
pretended ‘‘concessions’’ were 
made, 


The decision of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court 
that men who belong to militia 
units come under the protection 
of the Soldiers’ Moratorium Act 
introduces a new argument for 
making that act of more general 
application. If it is desirable that 
able-bodied men who turn out a 
couple of nights per week to drill 
be therefore given protection, it 
cannot be the intention of the 
Legislature or in the interests of 
the community that women, the 
aged, the decrepit, the lame, the 
halt, the blind, and others who by 
reason of physical disability are 
not eligible for membership in 
militia units, should be sold out of 
house and home. To make the 
act consistent with fairness these 
classes should be given equal pro- 
tection to men who are exempted 
on account of service which does 
not take them away from business. 


A city, like an individual, must 
live on its income. The days are 
past when Edmonton’s income 
poured in through the channels of 
speculative enterprise. The only 
conceivable way of restoring con- 
ditions of prosperity is’by increas- 


ing the in-flow of money and the 
out-flow of goods from and to the 
country of which the city is the 
logical metropolis and upon which 
it depends for existence, 


The Toronto Telegram, the most 
violently Conservative paper in 
Canada, insists with characteristic 
energy that Sir Sam Hughes is the 
most efficient maker of munitions 
for the Liberal party who could be 
chosen for the position of Minis- 
ter of Militia; and that a paper 
which defends him and his record 
is merely helping him in the job of 
making ammunition with which 
the Opposition will shell the Gov- 
ernment out of the treasury 
treaches. Coming down.to de- 
tails, it declares that if the next 
election is fought on the issue of 
Sir Sam’s management of the war 
it will make a difference of twenty- 
four seats in favor of the Opposi- 
tion as compared tothe results 
which might be expected from an 
election fought on other available 
issues, It may be that the Tele- 
gram over-estimates the efliciency 
of the Minister in supplying politi- 
cal high explosives to the oppon- 
ents of the Government. But its 
opinion is quite as likely to be 
right as that of the Journal to the 
contrary. In any event, the Tele- 
gram and the Journal are in agree- 
ment in considering the matter of | 
Sir Sam’s operations from the 
party, not the public, standpoint. 
How the publie’s war business is 
managed is-of secondary import- 
ance from that point of view. 


There seems to be a_ pretty 
general and growing impression 
that the men needed to make up 
the required half million art not 
going to ‘‘volunteer’’ unless they 
are compelled to. Hence from 
divers quarters come proposals for 
compulsion of one sort or another, 
but always under another name. 
The Government is asked to make 
registration of all males of mili- 
tary age, and to issue certificates 
of exemption to such of these as 
may be excused on account of 
physical disability or circum- 
stances. Employers are asked to 
discharge men of military age and 
fitness, and to employ only return- 
ed soldiers and men having certifi- 
cates excusing them from  enlist- 
ment. To do this, of course, 
would make the voluntary enlist- 
ment system only a name, and a 
mask for a compulsory system of 
a discriminatory—and therefore 
unusually objectionable—charac- 
ter, It may be that the means 
proposed would fill the ranks, or it 
may be that they would produce 
more resentment than recruits. 
Be that as it may, it 1s apparently 
admitted that the voluntary sys- 
tem as it has been operated is not 
equal to the occasion, and that if it 
is to be preserved it must be done 
by adopting compulsion under 
disguise. Whether and why a 
system that is not equal to the oc- 
casion should be retained are 
questions that remain to be an- 
swered,

Submarine Work 

To the Bulletin: I would very much 
like to know how a submarine man- 
oeuvres when it is making an attack 
on a ship. How is the torpedo fired? 

Evening Reader, 

Somewhere on the route of the ship 
{it hopes to destroy the submarine 
takes its stand. It lies submerged, or 


just awash, the two slender steel masts 
of the periscopes, six inches in diam- 
eter, are the only signs of its pres- 
ence. When the object ship is sighted 
the commander first estimates the 
speed the ship is making. The boat 
slides down until the ship is barely 
visible from the tip of the periscope. 
Accurate speed and direction of the 
oncoming ship is taken, A simple 
problem in triangulation enables the 
commander of the submarine to. cal- 
culate with exactness just what speed 
he should make for the attack. <A 
jingle of bells brings the speed to re- 
quirements and the submarine keeps 
to the surface as long as it can with- 
out fear of detection, then if the sub- 
merged speed will enable it to com- 
plete the side of the triangle the 
submarine must cover before firing, 
the boat sinks lower until the tops of 
the periscopes are below the waves, 
Everything is made ready for the shot, 
The commander watches his speed 
indicator and his chronometer, The 
time comes for the shot. The sub- 
marine bobs up until the commander 
can use his periscope again, and as a 
submarine must aim by manoeuvreing 
the boat instead of turning the tor- 
pedo tube, the rudders are shifted 
yuntil the boat is pointed in the proper 
direction, Another order comes down 
the speaking tubes and the torpedo, 
jalready in a cradle at the mouth of 
the tube, is shoved home. The com- 
pressed air locks are set and a spring 
is released, There is a hissing sound 
of air and a soft scrape of metal, The 
torpedo lunges out, its engines start 
automatically and hurry the destrue- 
tive charge of the explosive toward 
the target.

AUDITORS FIND 
ACCOUNTS GOOD 


City’s Books in Accurate Order— 
Deal With Sinking 
Fund 


Messrs. Kinnaird and Henderson, 
the city’s auditors, report to council 
that they have conducted an independ- 
ent audit of the city's books and ac- 
counts up to March 8tst, 1916, and 
that they have found the same in

Conference of Business Men of 
City Deal With Problem of 
Enlistment 


“I'm not advocating conscription; 1 
think before such a drastic measure 1s 
taken we should at least have some | 
general registration that we may know 


where our citizenship is as to physical 
fitness and qualifications; as to where 
the empire can best be served in a 
crisis like this.” 

This was the opinion expressed by 
Major Kerby, the chief recruiting offi- 
cer of the province at a conference 
with prominent citizens which took 
place in Macdonald Hotel yesterday 
under the auspices of the St, Andrew's 
society and presided over by Hon. A. 
Cc. Rutherford, and at which a pro- 
visional committee was appointed to 
undertake the registration of this dis- 
trict under the direction of Major 
Kerby ,and a resolution was passed 
with the object of enlisting the aid of 
the farmers in seeing that the returned 
soldiers be employed in harvesting the 
crops. These matters were discussed 
with Brigadier-General Cruickshanks, 
©.C. military district, No, 13, when Dr. 
Rutherford and D. Campbell went to 
Calgary to present on vehalf of the so- 
clety the pipes and drums to the 194th 
battalion Edmonton Highlanders, and 
approved of by him, 

Believes m Committees. 


Major Kerby ‘stated that he had 
been thinking over such a scheme as 
was suggested by the resolutions and 
he believed that If strong representa- 
tive committees were formed in Ed- 
inonton and Calgary they would be of 
great service to recruiting in both sec- 
tions of the province. What they want- 
ed was better organization and a more 
systematic basis to go upon and he 
thought the whole matter should be 
taken up immediately at Ottawa, He 
mentioned that he would meet the 
U.F.A, in Calgary this week, and al- 
though he could not say what the exe- 
cutive would do he’had great hopes 
they would work with the recruiting 
authorities and that they would have 
their co-operation, 

In reply to John Macdonald who 
asked what the business houses and 
the city itself was doing Capt. Rendail 
said that in fairness to the business 
men of Edmonton it must be stated 
that they were giving them every cu- 
operation and the city was getting the 
superintendents of the various depart- 
ments to make out a Hst of every mun 
employed so thut they could find out 
how long it would take married men 
tc be transferred to fill certain post- 
tions now held by single eligible men. 

George 8S. Armstrong expressed the 
opinion that when they were at war 
the government should organize tho 
country for war irrespective of what 
cther views might be held, The gov- 
ernment should let them know defin- 
itely what was wanted. 

Dr. Rutherford remarked that the 
officers who had returned from the 
front told them that the 600,000 men 
promised would be none to much to 
take up the wasteage, 


Zdmonton'’s Share 1,600. 

Capt. Rendall said that Edmonton's 
ehare was at least 1,600 and they 
would have to get them. “The volun- 
tary system” he said, “is coming to an 
end hére. There“was a tremendous lot 
of single men in Edmonton and they 
could only get them by some form of 
tegistration,.” 

James Ramsey said he knew quite a 
lot of single men whom he believet 
their parents were trying to keep at 
home, They were not doing any very 
useful work. , 

On the motion of Mr, Ramsey sec- 
onded by Mr. Macdonald the resolu- 
tion in regard to registration, which it 
is intended should apply to all the 
cities of the province, was adopted. 

School Trustee William Rea, while 
he was in favor of compulsory service 
said that it was up to them et the pres- 
ent time to make the best of the volun- 
tary system, 

Acting Mayor McArthur said that 
they should not do anything that 
would throw more money into the 
hands of the aliens who were in the 
ceuntry and who were reaping the ud- 
vantage of the sacrifices of loyal Brit- 
ish subjects, 

D. Campbell said that that would 
be one of the matters that would be 
attended to by the committee, 

Major Primrose spoke strongly of 
the apathy in the city of Edmonton 
end declared that he was going to say 
something nasty to arouse people to a 
sense of their responsibility. 

On motion of Alderman’ Frith the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“That an endeavor le made to fur- 
ther interest the farmers of Alberta 
and to use all fair, honorable and rea- 
sonable means to secure their co-oper- 
ation with committees appointed ani 
acting under Major Kerby whereby itll 
civilians seeking temporary work dur- 
ing the harvest of 1916 will be encour- 
aged to receive from the nearest mili- 
tary station a certified card showing 
that they have reasonably satisfied the 
authorities as to the reason why they 
are not attested for overseas service 
and that the soldiers be given every 
opportunity to harvest the crops.” 

The following were selected as the 
provisional committee, Dr. Rutherford, 
James Ramsey, D .Campbell, John A. 
McDougall, Major Primrose, Rev. ©. 
Carruthers, with Alderman Frith as
